The fair this year will be bigger 
and better than ever, according to 
Henry S. Frank,' secretary, and he 
added that entertainment which has 
long been a drawing card at the 
fair will be on a par with that fur- 
nished in other years. Six acts of 
various types will be presented each 
afternoon and evening, and they are 
of a type well calculated to please 
all comers to the fair. 

One of the features of former 
fairs, the horse show, has been 
dropped this year because of, lack 
of space, but Frank said that it was 
probable that it would be put back 
on the program for next year, as 
the fair would occupy Its own 
grounds, owned by the fair and that 
permanent buildings would be erect- 
ed for the displays. A race track 
is now in process of building, and 
several different types of racing will 
be. instituted next summer. 

Exhibits on the whole are coming 
in faster than in other years, and 
the art department will be especial- 
ly large. .Commercial and indus- 
trial display space is practically 
■old out, and if exhibits continue 
to come in at the present rate until 
the closing date, space will hot be 
available for all. *'

Illinois Cart Are 

Being Junked At A 
Rate of 4000 Month 



Illinois automobile owners are 
junking their cars at the rate of 
more man 4,000 each month, accord-, 
ing to figures released by Secretary 
Edward J. Barrett This repre- 
sents an average increase of approx- 
imately 1,000 a month over 1050. 
In that year, certificates of junk- 
ing totaled 36,530; as of June 30 
of this year, 24,402 such certificates 
have been issued, Secretary Barrett 
announced. 

Under the Motor Vehicle Anti- 
Theft Act,, it is mandatory for an 
owner to obtain a certificate prior 
to junking a car. An owner seek- 
ing such a certificate must sur- 
render his assigned title along with 
the application for a junking certif- 
icate. 

According ■ to Secretory Barrett, 
the amount of detail involved In the 
issuance of a Ceriffceto of Junking 
is almost identical with the proce- 
dure of followed in issuing a Cer- 
tificate of Title.

Commissioner of Public Roads, said: "We are over- 
loading our highways in their traffic volume capacity 
and in their structural capacity. There is more than 
ample proof. . . .Prior to the war damage had reached 
alarming proportions. With the marked increase ' In 
heavy loads since the end of the war, the damage 
has become even more alarming." 

The highway departments of 41 states have reported 
that overloaded trucks are damaging their roads.

First, loads 
should be kept -within reasonable limits, and vio- 
lators of the law should be severely punished. Sec- 
ond, the commerlcal users of our. highways should 
foot their fair share of the bill for building and main- 
taining roads which are required to handle their 
heavy loads.

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SWINE DYSENTERY 
A DEADLY DISEASE 

Dysentery In swine I* a deadly, 
treacherous, hard-to-control disease. 
Yet, by correct sanitation and other 
precautions, swine producers can do 
a lot to reduce the hca/y losses 
caused by dysentery. 

This contagious swine ailment la 
thought to bo due to a germ much 
like that causing human cholera, and 
Is now recognized as a specific dia- 
stase. Infection spreads fast, killing 
aa many as 60 per cent of affected 
swine In » stricken herd. Hogs may 
die suddenly, after two or three days' 
Ulnisj, or they ma> linger on for 
two weeks or longer. Those that re- 
cover are stunted and usually un- 
thrifty, are not Immune against later 
attacks, and may act as "carriers." 

One typo of control plan may be 
effective on one farm, while some 
other type may be required on an- 
other farm. The veterinarian's advice 
should bo obtajned on the best pro- 
gram, and in sitting up an adequate 
scheme of sanitation. Certain general 



preventive measures are advisable In 
sill cases. - 

Great care should be taken, foi 
example, In bringing In pigs from 
sale barns or public stockyards. Such 
newcomers should be Isolated for at 
least two worlw.

Frequent cleaning and disinfecting 
of quarters Is always advisable. Clean 
water, good feed, and good methods 
of feeding, all help to guard against 
■wine dysentery. 

Symptoms of dysentery Include 
bloody scouring and a rise In tem- 
perature If suspicious symptom* 
develop, the ailing pigs should be 
separated from the healthy ones anc 
examined by a veterinarian at once.

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Process Is Said 
Much Improved 

WASHINGTON-The United States 
lArmy'a "mothballlng" process, a 
system designed to protect "O. 1." 
'war equipment from ruit and cor- 
rosion when not In use, may be 
;greatly simplified u i result of 
tests now being conducted by the 
Army Ordnance Research and Da- 
velopment Division. 

Proper packaging is of prima im- 
portance In protecting war mater- 
ials, from severe weather conditions 
i and many of the protective methods 
jadopted by the Army during World 
War II have proven to be expensive, 
complicated, and time consuming 
■while falling, In many Instances, to 
offer complete protection for the 
equipment. 

, Army Ordnance may have the 
I answer to the problem of providing 
'long-range protection for equip- 
imtnt as a result of Its exhaustive 
tests with a new chemical now be* 
ling used commercially. The chem- 
ical, technically known as "volatile 
• corrosion inhibitor," Is a powdery 
substance which releases a thin 
vapor, forming an invisible pro- 
- tective shield around steel or alumi- 
num. The vapor film neutralizes 
the effect of moisture and air on 
the metal surface, thus preventing 
.rust and corrosion from taking 
place. 

Protective Wrapper 
This Inhibitor Is applied as e 
coating on one side of a packaging 
paper and provides a wrapping for 
the equipment to be protected. Only 
very simple operations are required 
to fully protect a weapon or other 
'steel objects from the danger of 
rust or corrosion; that of placing 
a clean gun in a treated wrapper 
and sealing the package. When the 
wrapper has been sealed, the vapor 
inhibitor completely surrounds the 
metal, penetrating to the smallest 
parts with its protective film to 
Insure ''complete protection. 

The vapor Inhibitor would radi- 
cally alter the present methods 
used to safeguard Army equipment. 
At the present time, Army rifles, 
machine guns, and other metal 
parts are being packed In a heavy 
grease for protection against rust 
end corrosion. Experts say that It 
to almost impossible to coat every 
part of a* weapon because some 
parts are too Inaccessible to reach 
with conventional preservatives. As 
a result, such parts go unprotected 
and may begin to rust within a 
short period of time. 

Removing the grease and getting 
the weapon ready for use has pre- 
sented additional difficulties. Ordin- 
arily, cleaning rifles with a wire 
brush and solyent takes a skilled 
man at least 26 hours to prepare a 
case of 10 M-l rifles for use. Be- 
cause of the detailed cleaning 're- 
quired, many small parts are lost; 
parts that must be replaced before 
the weapon can be fired. With all 
these precautions, rust and corro- 
sion still appear in small spaces. 

Easier Cleaniag 
From the soldier's viewpoint) It 



'la also evident that any new system 
of cleaning would be an Improve- 
ment .over', the solvent and wire 
brush drudge. Now, Army Ordnance 
may have the answer to the "G.I. V 
dream of easier cleaning techniques. 

Recent tests of the chemical hove 
produced many significant results. 
If the treated wrapper should be 
punctured 'during ' shipment and 
.moisture allowed to enter the 
package, the vapors will still protect 
a weapon even In the presence of 
100% humidity. This protection 
lasts for a shorter period of time 
than that ordinarily given when the 
package is completely sealed, how- 
ever. 

'• A short time ago, a' large number 
of rifle barrels protected by treated 
wrappers were shipped to Tokyo, 
Japan and placed in storage vaults. 
When the 90-day test- period hod 
ended, the barrels were removed 
from their protective packages and 
no evidence of rust or corrosion ap- 
peared. To further attest to the 
effectiveness of the vapor inhibitors, 
the rifle barrels gave the same ap- 
pearance as newly processed parts. 

Army Ordnance is now conduct- 
ing experiments which may improve 
the old protective "cacoon," used 
at the end of World War II to pro- 
tect planes, guns, and vessels from 
severe weather conditions. Re- 
searchers have developed a 
"shroud" or "cloak" treated with 
vapor Inhibitors which may be 
placed over aircraft engines and 
objects of similar size in one opera- 
tion. To date, these tests have 
produced highly satisfactory results.
